THE GERMAN EMBASSY MOBBED 

Spanish Liberals Declare for War -Alfonso 

Cheered Upon His Retura— The Affair 
Ridiculed in Bertia.

Mapaip, Sept. 5.—A senestion was 
caused here this @ on receipt of 
important news from the Csroline 
islands, A Spaoish war ship reached Yap, 
one of the islands, on the Mist inet. and 
prepared to occupy it in the name of 
Spain. The Spanish officers were dilatory 
in landing troops, On the 24th of the 
same month a German gunboat arrived. 
Although it wae 7 o’clock in the evening, 
the German commander instantly sent 
a body of marines and sailors and 
howted the German ag over the 
island. The Spanish officiale made 
ap energetic protest against the action of 
the German commander, and. ou the lat- 
ter’s refusal to recede from the position 
he had taken, telegraphed te Madrid for 
instructions. A conflict between the 
Germans and Spaniards at Yap is feared. 

Od receipt of the above sews the min- 
isters were at once sammoned to « Oab- 
inet couneil, and King Alfonso was ad- 
vieed of the «trained situation.

EXCITEMENT IN MADRID.

SUGGESTIONS FOR PRODUCERS. 

Calitornia produce has got to be 
sent to this side to be sold, and we are 
told by the dealers that a very lar 
amount of California produce could a 
sold, if it was here in the hands of an 
agent of the producers, one whom they 
considered ground floor, where they 
could go and get it when they bad an 
order, as they do for their teas, coffee, 
etc.; and so when they get an order 
for prunes or raisina, if the California 
article was here, they could just as 
weil fill the demand with them as to 
use French, Turkish or Malaga. And 
they claim that a very large amount of 
California dried fruits, nuts, raisins, 
etc., could be placed on the market in 
this way. or, say they, there is 
alwaysa shade of rivalry between mer- 
chants in the same live, and if our 
neighbors had the same article, and 
we could get it at the same price we 
could from your house, we would pre- 
fer to buy from you, because we do 
not like to acknowledge that our 
neighbor could buy so as to sell to us 
and make profit. 


Temperature aud Biack Scaic. 

George Kk. Hinde, of Anaheim, writes 
to the Rural! Press as follows: 

It is many a year since we had a 
week of such hot weather as we have 
just passed through. The thermom- 
eter has danced up to 103° and even as 
high as 107° in the shade, but it is as- 
tonishing bow well the fruit trees and 
corn have stood the unusual heat. 
There is one thing the heat has been 
very rough oo,and that is the black 
scale ae which it has completely 
dessic . Two days ago my atten- 
tion was drawn to a curiously-shaped 
orange hanging on a young tree; nesr 
the orange were some specimens of the 
black seale bug, which, mechanically, 
[ commenced to rub off. In doing so 
I fouod they were dried up crisp as 
dead leaves. This set me to make « 
thorough examination of all the ¢iffer- 
ent kinds of trees that the black scale 
thrives on, from the orange and olive to 
the apricot, plum, and even pepper 
trees, with only the one result. 
my investigation I could not find one 
alive. I conclude from this that it is 
the greater beat (and not the Santa 
Ana or desert winds) tnat keeps the 
scale bug down in the interior valleys, 
such as a: Riverside. Last summer we 
had a very cool, molst summer, and 
the biack scale covered the orange trees 
to an slarming extent, so that washing 
and spraying the trees was entirely io 
vogue. This year we shall be saved 
that trouble and expense. The con- 
clusion of the whole matter is that the 
black scale cannot exist in an atmos- 
phere where the temperature rises u 
to 100° in the shade; which is a fact 
worth knowing, since it will enable 
growers better to determine the belt or 
region where the orange tree can be 
most profitably grown. No tree can 
be healthy or thrive that is covered 
with black scale, and constant spray- 
ings to keep them clean are expensive 
and laborious. While the few hot 
days have been very trying, and doubt- 
less have made many crook a little, 
they have unquestivnably been a bless- 
ing in disguise and have saved a few 
thousand dollars in materials and labor 
to one of the principal industries of 
these southern counties. 


POULTRY. 


Old hens should be killed early in 
June, and thus save the expense of 
feeding them through the summer, 
when eggs are cheap. Fowls that have 
an odd motivn of the bead and walk 
as if they are drunk, frequently have 
what is known as vertigo, or dizziness, 
caused by over-feeding. A sure cure 
can not be given. Some try bathiag 
the head with cold water, feed spar- 
ingly and put a piece of bromide of 
potassium, as large as a pea,in the 
water. Let the bird drink this three 
days, and then skip three days. Sul. 
phate of tron in the drinking water is 
a decided benefit, to the fowls. 
Gapes are ca@§jsed by a minute worm 
in the windpipe. 
duced by filth or neglect. If taken in 
time, as soon as the chick is roticed to 
gape and sneeze, it can be cured. Give 
the chick every two hours a few drops 
of diluted camphor or turpentine, tak- 
ing care to get some in the windpipe. 
The odor will, asa rule, kill the worm, 
and the chick can thea easily dislodge 
it. Eaoglish fanciers recommend corn- 
meal boiled, into which « tallow can- 
dle has been stirred, then feed cold.

This has been a bad season for the 
oleomargarine manufacturers. Their 
interests have been attacked almost 
simultaneously by the Legislatures of 
five States, namely, New York, Maine, 
I}iaois, Obio and Pennsylvania. In 
none of these States can oleomargarine 
or butterine or imitation butter of any 
kind be manufactured or sold legally. 


A New England farmer,figuring upon 
the fence problem,finds that the 64,000 
farmers in Maine are supporting 42,- 
000,000 rods, or upwards of 131,000 
miles of fences, estimated at §1 per 
rod. This shows an investment of 
$42,000,000, more than an average of 
$656 to each farm, or two and a half 
times the value of all the live stock 
in the State, and nearly as much as all 
the farms with buildings and fences 
would sell for. Maine farmers should 
either abolish fences or come West 
where “no fence,” or else fencing in 
large fields is the rule.

light."" From this legend, rays stream 
down upon «a buman in a cirele. 
Above «line from the eyebrow directly 
to the back of the head, the bald skall is 
u sort of astronomical map. The ear is 
covered by a picture of the earth; mid- 
way above it is the full-rayed sun. 
Midway above the eye is the crescent 
moon with a star of the first magnitude 
above it; and all the rest of the space is 
oceupied by 70 suiall stars. The title 
ia: “The Microcosm, or Little Uvi- 
verse, of the Perfected Man.”” Below is 
the following key to the chart: 

The globe or earth represents the ani 
mal soul, the center of physical sensation. 
rhe sun the rational or buman soul. The 
moon the intellect. The star af first 
magnitude (Bethlehem) denotes the 
spiritual over - shadowing. The 70 
stars, the individualities forming the 
mental principle, typed by the elders of 
Israel, the 70 disciples and the « 
proximate number of gengrations in the 
line of descent from Adam to Christ, the 
Hebrew root of 70 being significant of 
Jullness and perfection, The rays of 
light descending from above symbolize 
the divine power. 

The book has 499 pages, and is all, 
save the preface, in Mr. Weaite'’s able 
verse, of which the following is a 
sample taken at random:
